TROUPLTS  OF  SUC'AH  TRADE 
AI'T1-JA.‘/0'E3T  CAl'ICFLLATIOKS  IN  CHINA 

The  difficulty  of  Japanese  sugar  traders  through  the 
anti-Japanese  agitation  In  China  Is  being  aggravated.  In¬ 
structions  for  suspensions  of  shipments  come- In  shoals,  and 
August  contracts  totalling  400,000  piculs  are  threatened. 

The  Dalnlppon  Sugen  Company  received  a  cable  from  the 
Shanghai  branch,  setting  forth  In  details  the  difficulty  It 
Is  experiencing,  and  requesting  a  stoppage  to  any  further 
shipment.  Similar  messages  have  been  received  from  Its 
branches  in  Hong-Kong  and  Hankow.  The  Mitsui  Bussan  Kalsha 
Is  also  in  receipt  of  instructions  from  its  Shanghai  branch 
for  e,  suspension  of  shipment  after  August  Ist. 

Some  time  ago.  It  will  be  recalled,  the  Java  trust 
effected  a  substantial  raising  In  Its  official  quotations, 
ChUTira  (medium  crystal)  quality  to  7.5O  guilders,  and  Japan 
booked  a  huge  quantity  for  shliment  to  China.  •  The  August 
delivery  totals  400,000  piculs,  of  which  200,000  piculs  are 
for  Shanghai.  Many  outstanding  orders  are  threatened  with 
cancellation . 
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
